THE IRON WILL BENDS. 


BISMARCK WITHDRAWS HIS OPPOSITION 
TO THE BATTENBERG MARRIAGE 


The Chancellor Said to Have Gained Certain 
Other Concessions—Empress Victoria 
Gone to Posen—The Em peror’s Condition 
— Boulanger Elected From the Depart- 
ment of Dordogne—The General to Re- 
fuse the Seat—Foreign News. 


Special Cablerram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Berwin, April 9.—Priace Bismarck isserious- 
ly ill. When he announcedafew days ago, 
after his difference with the Emperor, that his 
health would force bim to resign, it was looked 
upon r Undoubtedly it was only 
halt trie at the time, but since then the Chan- 
cellor’s iliness has grown into an accom- 
plished fact. The excitement here over the 
Bismarck episode and Bismarck’s health 
grows more violent hourly. Early yesterday 
morning I received letters of introduction and 
went at once tothe Chancellor’s palace. De- 
tectives guarded the Chancellor’s palace. I 
was shown into an omcee some doors 


above the palace. When my iet- 
ters were examined and stamped 
I was permitted to enter. Thirty or 


forty people were inthe reception room even 
at that early hour on Sunday morning. The 
secretary, a tall man about 50 years old, in 
full uniform with many decorations, proved 
communicative. He sald the Prince’s health 
had not been robust forsome weeks. He was 
more affected by the death of his idol, the 
late Kaiser, than the public, which believes 
him a man of iron insensibility, imagines, and 
he does not cease to mourn the late King Will- 


lam. 
BISMARCK AND THE MARRIAGE. 


Concerning the details of his illness the 
most profound secresy is enjoined. Notan 
atom of information escapes from the sick 
room. The numerous secretaries attend to 
all state business. Bismarck’s opposition to 
the marriage project of the Empress is now 
attributed here to his almost pathetic devotion 
to his late King’s wishes, coupled with his de- 
sire to nip the petticoat government in the 
bud. Thelate monarch said, when the pro- 
posed marriage was mentioned to him by 
his English daughter-in-law, now the 
Empress: ‘‘I will never consent to the mar- 
riage of the Princess to that rebel. In spite 
of this the Empress, like her royal mother 
of Great Britain, is bent on pushing the fort- 
unes of the Battenberg princelings for some 
mysterious reason. Bismarck and the Em- 
press are more out than ever now. The Crown 
Prince is more vordial than ever before toward 
his stanch ally, the big Chancellor. The Ger- 
man people condemn their Empress hotly for 
her opposition to Bismarck and her utter dis- 
regard of the late Emperor’s wishes. 

THE EMPRESS AT LANDSBERG. 

Onthe arrival at the Empress at Landsberg 
she was received by zue municipal authorities 
and other-—officiais. sue thanked them for 
their devotion and their work in rescuing 
those suffering by the flood. 

BISMARCK GIVES IN. 

BERLIN, April 9.—It is stated to-day that 
Prince Bismarck has abanddped his opposi- 
tion tothe marriage of Prince Alexander of 
Battenberg and the Princess Victoria, having 
gained certain other concessions, and that all 
the differences between the Emperor and 
Prince Bismarck are now settled. 

THE EMPEROR. 

Emperor Frederick passed a good night last 
night. He arose early this morning and bade 
farewell to the Empress previous to her de- 
partore for Posen. He dined in the West End 


at noon. 
THE FLOOD SUFFERERS.

THE DORDOGNE ELECTION. 

Paris, April ¥9.—Ia the election yesterday to 
fill the vacancy in the Chamber of Deputies 
from the Departmentof the Dordogne, Gen. 
Boulanger was chosen. He received 59,500 
votes against 35,750 for M. Clerjonnie, the Op- 
portunist candidate. The result was -unex- 
pected, and has increased the uneasiness of 
the Conservatives, who declare that the Bou- 
langist movement ig a public danger, and ur- 
gent measures are demanded tocheck it. The 
Bonapartists assert that the result in the 
Dordogne proves that the country demands 
the dissolution of the Chamber of Deputies 
andthe revision of the Constitation. Gen. 
Boulanger refused to contest the seat for the 
Department of the Dordogne, but ulis friends 
forwarded his candidacy. 

BOULANGER WILL DECLINE. 

La Lantern says that Gen. Boulanger will re- 
fuse to accept the seat, as he desires to sit for 
the Department du Nord only. 

ENGLAND'S BOTTLED WINE TAX. 

M. Faure, ex-Under Secretary of State, has 
written to Le Matin protesting against the pro- 
posal of the British Government to place a tax 
on bottied wine. The tax, he says, will prin- 
cipally affect France. The lovying of the tax, 
M. Faure claims, will not be justified except 
under a strained interpretation of the con- 
vention of 1682. If the proposal is adopted 
reprisals by France will be necessary. 

THE AUDE DISTRICT ELECTION.

BISMARCK, 


Editor Raster on the Relations Between the 
Chancellor and the Emperor. 


. CHICAGO, III., April 9.—HermanRaster, edit- 
or of the Illinois Staats Zeitung, expects that if 
Bismarck resigns he will again be Chancellor 
of the German Empire when Crown Prince 
William shall have assumed the Crown. The 
marriage of Victoria and Alexander is a mere 
pretext,’’ he said, in an interview to-day. 
Bismarck was sick of official life when he 
met the new Emperor at Leipsig at the depot 


in the saloon car. The Emperor’s proclama- 
tion was a direct snub to Bismarck, reading 
between the lines. Within the last four weeks 
scarcely a day has passed that Bismarck has not 
been snubbed, politely to be sure. but snubbed 
nevertheless. Frederick declared wur on 
Bismarck andthe Reichstag from the first, 
when he said there must no more bicker- 
ings between them. A week or so ago a de- 
cree was arrived at in the German Cabluet to 
the effect that henceforth no decree should 
issue unless indorsed by a full Uabi- 
net vote. Bismarck always detested being 
overruled by” a majority, and probably 
that day he determined to resign. But he 
wanted to goout on more ge grounds. 
He could not openly oppose that decree any 
more than he could the proclamation and the 
numerous other cuts given him by the Em- 
peror. The real cause of Bismarck’s probable 
resignation, I believe, is not the proposed 
marriage. That could have been easily man- 
aged. Alexander of Battenberg could have 
been taken in and made a Major-General and 
all would have been serene. But Bis- 
marck knows that Victoria is his 
deadly enemy. Frederick will soon die, Will- 
lam will ascend the throne and Bismarck will 
be recalled, Wliiliam and his mother, the 
present Empress, are so much at outs that she 
will be virtually an exile in England from the 
date of his coronation. Of course, it will be 
given out that she has gone to England to 
visit her mother, the Queen, and to remain 
for an indefinite period, but she will be none 
the less an exile.’’ 


BLAINE’S HEALTH,

In the last 
letter received from the Blaines no ailusion 
was made to Mr. Blaine’s health other than 
the casual remark that he did not seem quite 
well on tbe day of 3 He made no com- 
plaints of feeling badly, however. I must say 
that when Mr. Biaine wentaway he did not 
look like a healthy man. His face had a livid 
and weary 1 but this might be due 
to the labors he had zone through. 

Mr. Blaine is a very nervous man and 18 
apt to worry over his health, especially if one 
public man of about hisown age has passed 
away. He was much distressed over the loss 
of several of bis old political associates durin 
the past year. His first question whenever 
meet him is ‘Well, how do I book?’ or 01 
look ill?’ My tirst thought on reading of the 
death of Cmef Justice Waite was that Mr. 
Blaine would begin to worry about his own 
health, He actually seems to have a touch of 
superstition on the subject and to take the 
death of any prominent man as a premonition 
of evil or a bad omen for bimself,*’

THE CONDITION OF THE STRICKEN II- 
STALWART CHIEF CRITICAL. 


No Visitors Admitted to the Sick Man’s Room 
First Time Since His Dliness—A 
tation of Physicians . . 


} New Tonk, April 9.—Roseoe Conkling’s 


condition changed much for the worse last 
night. He was buoyed up in the evening by 
the presenceof his wife, whom he had not 
been permitted to see since his iliness became 
serlous. After her departure he sank into a 
stupor from which he aroused but at long in- 
tervals, and then only to display symptoms 
of delirium. Dr. Agnew, the eminent aurist, 
called at Mr. Conkling’s residence last 
night. At the time of leaving the 
patient seemed to be not much worse, though 
his temperature had risen perceptibly. Dr. 
Fordyce Barker said to-day that he feared Mr. 
Conkling’s trouble had caused an affection of 
the brain which may prove fatal. All I care 
to say just now,’’ said Dr. Barker, ‘‘is that 
Mr. Conkling has had a bad change within the 
last twenty-four hours and is very poorly in- 
deed. I have called in Dr. Sands and Dr. 
Delafield, and they in company with Dr. 
Agnew and myself will visit the patient this 
afternoon.’’ 
MR. CONKLING’S CONDITION UNCHANGED. 

2:30 p. m.—Mr. Conkling’s condition was un- 
changed from the last report. t2o0’clock 
Drs. Sands, Delafield, Barker Md Agnew 
called at Mr. Conkling’s house and had a con- 
sultation. A few minutes after Hamilton Fish 
called, but was not admitted. 

Dr. Barker atthe conclusion of the confer- 
ence said that the patient’s condition was 
very unpromising, that he was suffering from 
inflammation of the ear, which had 
extended to the membranes of the brain. The 
probabilities were that Mr. Conkling 
would not recover, though there was a pos- 
sibility that he might get well. His 
temperature was 1083½ and his pulse 100. Dr. 
Barker did not think there would be any 
marked change in his patient’s 
condition for perhaps twelve hours. There 
is no person admitted to the sick room but the 
nurses and Mrs. Conkling, and all callers at 
the house are denied admission.

The Coun- 
cll checked all Fork on the proposed roads 
to the sou@@western part of the 
city. The stand taken by  Chair- 
man Rohan of the Ratlroad Committee did 
much to bring about this resuit. He is op- 
posed to the grant of any franchise to use the 
Tayon avenue bridge for street railroad tracks. 
President Seullin of the Unſon Depot road 
was the last of the applicants to desist in his 
endeavors to obtain the use of the bridge. His 
bill died with the session. The promoters 
of the bill asking for the extension 
of the St. Louis, Cable & Western tracks 
from Thirteenth and Locust streets to the 


southwestern part of the city proposed to 
build a bridge at their own expense, but falled 
to secure the right of way on this proposition. 
These bills wiil probably be reintroduced 
early in the next session.

Superstitions of the Arabs of Algiers—The 
Wearing of Amulets.

Next to a commercial grandee you will find a 
patriarch versed in the Koran and possessing 
the power of writing extracts from the book 
of the prophet and through them and his own 
venerated mediation of insuring the individual 
—made happy possessor of the valuable doc- 


ument by paying a few s0u8s— 
against disease, bad luck, the evil 
eye and innumerabie misfortunes. A 
charming old acquaintance of mine, near 


whose sanctified abode I made several studies 
and took refuge when it rained, seemed to 
have an extensive practice in writing these 
charms on eggs, perhaps three times a week 
at one sou each. 

These charms are more frequently written 
on paper to be folded and inclosed in amu- 
lets, which are generally’square and trianga- 
larinshape, and made of silk, leather and 
tin. As they believe in the efficacy 
of these scraps of paper, s are 
they superstitious about paper generally; 
they object, for instance, to going before 
French authorities to settie their grievances 
against each other, preferring verbal discus- 
sions of their casein presence of their cadi, 
for they fear that all sorts of harmful words 
may be written—besides che name of God— 
aud subsequently used to tiseir condemnation. 
Children wear them around the neck or tied to 
thelr cap; men and women wear them on their 
person, sometimes above the elbow, and in 
their garments; horses have them  at- 
tached tothe band passing across their chest 
to protect them from the evi eye. Those worn 
by the women of the hisher and weaithy 
classes are inclosed in richly engraved cases 
of gold and siiver and suspended to chaine 
slung overthe shoulder asd passing around 
the waist; they-add greatly to the richness of 
their costume and forin part of their wealth. 
Tell me, Baia, what do you do when you 
fall ul. I suppose you call in a doctor..’’
